The Population Question, 


Eprror Lucirer; You say so far as 
Mr. Kelley's article is a reply to me, you 
will not criticiso it. I have not the 
honor of Mr. Kolley'’s ucquaintanoe, 
ond it is evident he bas vot mine; 
for if ho had read any of my articles on 
social questions in the Alarm or Truth 
Seeker he would know thatl am an 
anarchist of tho dynanute persuasions 
ond do not agree with Malthus that the 
incroaee of population must render an- 
archy impossible. But my articlein 
Lverr on Malthusainism, he pro- 
fesses to have read, which makes it 
strange he should misquote it so badly. 
Ho suyas I inform your readers that Mal- 
thus’ ossay was written to overthrow the 


porfectibilist doctrines of Godwin: and 


that what one guins, the other loves, Of 
course, you know that I said no such 
thing. What I did say was that, necord- 
in to Malthus, with whom I agree so far, 
the increase of population and of the 
means of subsistence are equalized by, 
first, preventive checks, which di- 
minish the number of births, and sec- 
ondly positive chocks, which increase 
the number of deaths; and, whatever 
ono of these gains, the other loses, This 
is not only truo, but so nearly self-ovi 
dent that some of tho most sagacious of 
Malthus’ critics say it is a truism. It 
is not a truism, however, any 
more than the Binomial Theorem, but 
is n complicated equation carrying the 
most important consequences in philo- 
sophie history, political science, biology» 
nnd ethics. {u history, it explains such 
facts as that war, carried on outside of 
any conntry, as with Germany, does not 
diminish the population, and that a high 
birth rate, with profound peace, does not 
increase the population unless there is 
a corresponding advance in agriculture 
producing larger quantities of cheap 
food. Daring war tho highest death 
rate is made up by a high birth rate, the 
effect of relatively abundant food, high 
wagos, ond tho increase in the number 
of marriageablo women (war widows), 
Butit tho war involves extensivo devus- 
tation it does diminish the population. 
On the other hand, penconnd a high 
birth rate simply bring about a high 
rate of intant mortality and so the popu- 
lation romains unchangod as in Indin, 


uniess there is also a grent incroaso of 
food, as in Ireland after the instroduc- 
tion of the potato, when the population 
willincrenso as long ns the increased 
food-supply can be counted op. In po- 
litical science, Multhusianism is the foe 
of legal charity with ita enslaving and 
pauperizing effects; and quite as much 
isitthe ally of general education, In 
biology, Malthus was the forerunner of 
Darwin, and applied to the progress of 
nations the sume law of natural selection 
which Darwin has since applied to dem- 
onstrate the development of species. | 
Will any one say that the law of natural | 
solectionisatruism? It is evident that | 
the originator of all these immense ine; 
ductions wasa philosopher of the fret 
order, Hia motives aro quite beside the 
question. If he was a monster who ouly 
wanted to apologize for Jandlordism and 
other tyrannies, tbe way to retuto him is 
to show that his law constitutes uo valid

apology, not to make ourselves absurd 
by denying a principla so well estab- 
lished and so fruitful of} most valuable 
results, Thisis espoofally easy if we 
fiudthathocamoto admit it, and that is 
just what Ido find. Itis only the first 
edition of hie pamphÌęt (1798) which 
professed to be nroply tö Godwin. 1n the 
second editon (1803) he/drops Godwin, 
polemics, und the future; and confines 
Limeelf to the past and present; aud from 
this tıme to the end of his life, in 1834, 


| was engaged in controversy, not with 


(Godwin, but Ricardo Aud otor late, 
economists. In tho first odition of hia 
book he had said littlo {about the pros 
ventive check, and laid. hiwself open to 
the charge of intimntiug that human 
beings could not control thoir passions, 
From this charge, whichidid not fail to 
be made by Godwin, Ooleridge, and 
other critics, ho fully purged himself 
afterwards, Continence, he now said, is 
a real power in preventiag the ovile of 
rapid incrense; but, in complete opposi- 
sion to cortnin selt styfád Malthusians, 
who eaid that ìt thie — yero ro tho poor 
had nothing but their own imprudenco 
to thank fortheir miseryfhe maintained 
with spirit and emphasis that prudence 
could not be expeced of ithe desperately 
poor; that hope was novossary to induce 
it; aud that tyranny extinguishod hope.

much neoded inTreland, but that it could 
not be expected to vome there untilliberty 
andedneation preceded it, It must bo 
remembered that Iroland was thon with- 
out the system of schools which it has 
now, ‘This was not the only point on 
which he differed from Ricardo, who 
ignored the necessity of liberty and the 
the possibility of continence, and declar- 
ed the natural wages of the laborer 
to be tho least mount on which the Ia. 
boror could live, Malthus had assigned 
soveral causos for tho riso of rent 
Ricardo reduced them to one--tho ox» 
tonsion of cultivation fo poorer Innad: 
induced by the increaso of population. 
Maltline decidedly regretted this im: 
proyeniont on his system. Population, 
unassisted by charity, could not, he 
thought, increase without a previous 
(not subsequent) increase in tho means 
of subsistence, nud if aided by either 
cause, it would not raise rent. This is 
particularly imtcresting now, because 
Mr. George’s popular doctrine of state 
socialism is founded on Rocardo's law 
of rent, and falls to the ground if Male 
thus wag right and Ricardo wrong. 
Tho doctrines of Malthus have much 
more affinity with anarchy then state 
socialism, though it must bo confessed 
that benever adopted anarchism. ‘This 
was partly because he had the usual 
English dislike to extrome und abstract 
viows; but consistency was not exactly 
hie stroug point. His merit as a think. 
er consisted in his daring originality and 
firm grasp onjpositive facts, notin ability 
toscethe hurmony ordiscropancy of wide- 
ly separated ideas. In morals, Maltbne 
sianism strikes a deadly blow at 
the infamous doctrine which reduces 
women to breeders; aud, though mnd- 
slinging ia not argument, I Lave always 
had a euspicion that this was largely the 
cause of its unpopularity, ‘Tha preju- 
dice of socialists against Malthus ape 
pears to me to be foolish; but I perfoctly 
understand why preachers and other 


dangerous imale animals denounce his 
doctrines as blasphemous, indecent, 
immoral, “opposed to tho aweetest aifec- 
tions ind most sacred instincts of our 
common nature,” Èc, ke, All this 
comes with the grace of absolute sin- 
cority from the lips which usually utter 
it. Malthus dealt a blow to tho Lust 
Power, for which every woman should 
bless him; and every woniau who desires 
the frecdom and purity of her sex should 
have by heart hie demonstration that tho 
agony of frequent birthe means tho nd- 
ditional agony of preventable and early

discontent. Starve, but kiss tho bible aud 
respect the law! Will the workingmen opon 
their eyes to the leaton causes of the 
trouble and make an attack upon the State? 
order a striko against law, issue a general 
and permanent boycott upon tho whole ma- 
chinery of government? 


No, it ia too good to bo true, Itis almost 
cortalu that all other means and methods 
will be tried, suicidal and facongruous, be- 
fore that high light of Liberty whereby the 
world is “saved” will Lo trusted snd no- 
cepted nan guide, ‘The polltical supersti- 
tions are too strong and too deoply-reoted 
in the minds of the authority-ridden 
tnasaes. Inatoad of destroying tho State by 
boycotling it, by letting it reveroly atone 
and pasaively resist wll ita lawa, the blind 
passionate victima of tyranny will fight the 
State wilh lla own weapons. They will or- 
ganize for war and appeal to brute force in- 
stond of poacatul co-operation for solf-help 
and self-government. So that if they ulti- 
mately succeed In overthrowing the present 
State, another machino will be Immediately 
put in operation with all tho benuties of 
the first.

They are 
simply artificial arrangements made for 
man's convenience snd comfort and 
when they fail to-answer this purpose 
they should be altered or destroyed. 
Then to say that the citizen abonld bo a 
alayoto hisown artificial arrangements 
is simply absurd, Laws and governe 
ments have no rights ns such, ‘here 
arenonghts but personal, individual 
rights, and laws are not persons, they 
aro not individuals, 


With anothor statement of the speak. 
er, howovor, in regard to Jaw, wo find 
ourself fnlly in accord. “Law means 
that wo ugree to disagree.” ‘Precisely so. 
If this means anything it means that 
laws are only usoful and proper as a de, 
fonso against cneroachment upon each 
others rights, Laws for restraining, 
then, are proper, right and useful ns ser- 
vants, whilo laws that sssnimo to be onr 
mastors soon becomo our tyrants and we 
their slaves.

KECONTRACEPTS AS A MORAL QUESTION,” 
As to to the morality or immoral- 
ity of contraception, it depends 
largely upon the personal bias or 
preference, and upon one’s general 
prilusophy of life. If man has 
wen placed upon garth, or finds 
himself here merely for the purpose 
of multiplying and giving place to 
his successors, then this must be the 
sole use and funetion of tho sexual 
organs, and the more they are de- 
voted to it the better, till the earth 
shall be replenished to its fullest 
capacity, bat if we may believe that 
‘ag wo journey through life’ it is 
moral and proper that we ‘live by 
the way? may we not attribute to 
this function a duplex utility, as 
we do to the sense of taste of which 
denies us the enjoyment, 


“though its main purpose and use is 


td guido in tho selection of food; or, 


sounds approaching our ears, we do 
not say, ‘no admittance except on 
Duxiness, for we are glad also to re- 
ceive those which contribute ouly to 
our pleasure—as in listening to mu- 
sic. Tha morality of an act is also 
to be judged by its results, and if it 
be shown to contribute to the hap- 
well-being of mankind 
without impairing physical or men 
tal integrity, it may be accepted as 
geod; and again, morality is to be 
considered relatively, and an act 
may De taken as moral or immoral, 
according as good or evil predum- 
inates in it. Therefore, were it 
true, ay claimed by ultra-moralists, 
that there ought, in the perfect 
state, tobe no indulgence of the 
sexual passion except for  procrea- 
tion, aud that only under such cons 
ditions as woulll favor the best qual- 
ity of Offspring, itis at once appar- 
ent that this standard is so far bu- 
zond the existing practice and bo- 
Tier that it can be adopted in but 
comparatively rare instanees asa 
a working formula, and while we 
aro awaiting the approach of the 
millennial day when it will be uni- 
versally welcomed, we might qyail 
ourselves of something a little less 
divine aud perfect, by which to give 
Humanity a lift out of the slough of 
For the present and 
Some centuries to come, we may as 
well depend upon contraception as 
a lesser evil to help us up toward 
the greater good, if so it be, of strict 
continence,” i 
In this connection Dr, Foote 
quotes (page 80 of R, R) Mrs, Be- 
sant: 
“To limit the family is no more 
a violation of Natures laws than to 
preserve the sich by medical skill; 
tho restriction of the birth-rate does 
not violate Nature's laws more than 
does the restriction of the death- 
rate, Seienco strives to diminish 
tho positive checks; science should 
also discover the best preventive 
checks. We only teach conjugal 
prudence by balancing one natural 
force agalnst another. Such study 
ol nature, and such balancing of 
natural forces, is civilization, The 
human brain is nature’s highest pro- 
duct, and all improvements on irra- 
tional naturo are most purely natu- 
ral; preventivo checks are no more 
unnatural than every custom of civ- 
Hization, taw meat, uakeduess, 
living in caves, these are the ir 
mtfeonal natural habits; cooked food, 
clothes, houses, these are the redéonal 
natural customs. Production of off- 
spring recklessly, carelessly, lustful. 
ly, this 1s irrational nature, and ev- 
ery brute can here outdo us; pone 
tion of offspring with forethought, 
earnestness, prudence, this is ration- 
al nature, where man standa alone,”

conception, ought to have them, 
Yet, so many births might over- 
erowd the world, aud become an 
evil and a calamity. Uesides, if 
married women have no moral 
right to avoid maternity, parity of 
reasoning would enforce the same 
doctrine on the unmarried. Their 
capacities and aptitudes areysimilar, 
and they suffer as much or more by 
the avoidance, Among the animal 
races all females are privileged 
alike, and physiology has nut yet 
ascertained why such women should 
constitute an exception. Yet mor- 
alists inculcate a wholesale waste of 
of their sexual functions.” 

All of these common-sense rellec- 
tions have an important bearing, 
some of them upon the Population, 
und others upon the Alphite ques
